The 
existing practice perplexing; one knows what principles 
should proceed. Should the useful life, should virtue, should 
higher knowledge the aim our training? Again, about the means 
there agreement. 


For Catholic educators the sciences, the arts, citizenship, and 
character formation, such confusion need exist, because know 
what teach and why. The graduates from our Catholic schools 
are our handiwork; have fashioned them. Later influences aside. 
they are citizens after the manner our formation, with the degree 
love country and the habit performance civic duty, with 
Catholic aim and Catholic way that have developed them.

basic concept American public education that the democratic 
way life the inclusive purpose education. The desirability 
increased emphasis democracy education and understanding 
civic responsibility indicated the following statement made 
1937 the Educational Policies Commission the National Educa- 
tion Association the United States “The Unique Function 
Education American Democracy”: 
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The primary business education, effecting the promises 
American democracy, guard, cherish, advance, and make avail- 
able the life coming generations the funded and growing wisdom, 
knowledge, and aspiration the race. This involves the dissemination 
knowledge, the liberation minds, the development skills, the 
promotion free inquiries, the encouragement the creative 
inventive spirit, and the establishment wholesome attitudes toward 
order and change —all useful the good life for each person, the 
practical arts and the maintenance and improvement American 
society, our society the world nations. conceived, educa- 
tion seems transcend our poor powers accomplishment. does, 
fact, perfection expected; but such the primary business 
public education the United States. Theory supports it, practice 
inadequately illustrates and confirms it. 

For the attainment the general end, which achieve the fullest 
possible development the individual and his usefulness society, 
instruction citizenship and patriotism has its place. But what 
sense does American education for democracy propose develop 
civic personality and educate use liberty; pagan sense 

its supernaturalism, its aim” that Catholic 
educational philosophy differs sharply from the pagan philosophy 
naturalism current public education. the words Pope Pius XI, 
the supernatural order “does not destroy the natural order but 
elevates and perfects it.” Supernatural this sense not synonymous 
with religion subject taught; applies something more real 
religion way life that beyond the positive capacity nature, 
that could never attained unaided natural powers. Catholic 
philosophy education more positive than that the Educational 
Policies Commission the quotation cited above: “So conceived, 
education seems transcend our poor powers.” know “it 
does fact.” 

Our Catholic philosophy education does not eliminate the play 
intelligence outside the limited number infallible dogmatic 
decisions. Even our acceptance Divine Revelation, limitation 
the end does not mean limitation the thinking process, 
John Dewey would fear. Mr. Dewey maintains that the acceptance 
dogmatic rules stifles the intelligence its tendency investigate 
natural causes. Unqualified adherence the “experimental method” 
which Mr. Dewey subscribes would rule out objective truth. The 
supernaturalism advocate does not exclude the scientific method. 
Religious truth and practice the motivating force our civic 
education. teach citizenship life lived more than 

The objectives for civic responsibility set forth the Educational 
Policies Commission stated the Purpose Education Amer- 
ican Democracy includes: social justice, cultivate awareness 
the disparities human circumstances; social activity, train the 
citizen correct unsatisfactory conditions; social understanding, 
help citizens gain grasp the significance social structures and 
social processes; tolerance, insure that honest differences opin- 
ion may respected; conservation train citizens have regard 
for the nation’s resources; social applications science, prepare 
educated citizens measure scientific advance its contribution 
the general welfare; world citizenship, make each citizen co- 
operating member the world community; law observance, teach 
the educated citizen respect the law; economic literacy, in- 
struct citizens the laws that govern the production, consumption, 
and distribution wealth; political citizenship, prepare educated 
citizens accept their civic responsibility; and devotion democracy, 
educate citizens capable acting upon unswerving loyalty 
democratic ideals. 


Education for American Democracy 


“The good life for each person encouragement the creative 
inquiries knowledge and aspirations the race liberation 
minds dangerous catchwords and equivocal phrases these, 
unless citizenship responsibility comprehended the supernatural 
and religious sense, well the natural and civic sense. The life 
line from divine origin and eternal destiny human liberty and 
responsibility must maintained any cost. shall preserve 
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many God-given liberties rightly use and forfeit many 
abuse. If, according the findings the Educational Policies 
Commission, increased emphasis democracy imperative, the 
watchfulness educators Christian sense more imperative. 

Certain is, when any our cherished possessions endangered 
underestimated are our democratic institutions present the 
family, Christian education, private enterprise business, even 
ordered, civilized society examine their values more closely and 
guard them more carefully. President Woodrow Wilson 1917 made 
plea for more careful instruction bearing directly the problems 
community and civic life. urged the realization public educa- 
tion the new emphasis which the war had given the ideals 
democracy and the broader conception national life. 

Christian Gauss his Democracy Today: 
American Interpretation expresses himself forcibly and means 
reassuringly, when calls upon schools and colleges clarify their 
students the ideas the purposes and significance America 
order counteract the deficiency our national psychology: 


The consciousness any fixed, national purpose has never been 
strong the minds and hearts Americans people adven- 
ture with set goal, best active and intrepid, making and 
breaking our own 


this statement our national ideal, challenges not only our 
loyalty America and our knowledge her history but also our 
optimistic outlook for her future. 

Again, quoting from Wells The Future America, Mr. 
Gauss says: “The problem America resolve confusion 
purposes, traditions, habits, into common ordered nation.” That this 
national problem should have received little attention, Mr. Gauss 
explains, has been due first, feverish exploitations our natural 
resources, the development industry, the attempt assimilate 
vast immigrant population; second, policy isolation; and 
third, provincialism soul which were not conscious. 
insists upon democracy our fundamental ideal, the spirit our 
government and our whole national structure. The sin democ- 
racy, points out, the liberty and welfare the individual, but 
accuses American education having never adequately taught the 
masses the people recognize the corresponding responsibility 
brought our rich endowment. calls upon bethink ourselves 
and take counsel that may able justify our ideal 
democracy trial against unrestrained autocracy. 

From 1917 the present, American patriotism has been renovated 
and stimulated more intense study the democratic ideal 
government. Fair-minded, truth-seeking thinkers have traced the 
development the American idea from the theology St. Thomas 
Aquinas and the Christian democracy concept St. Robert Bellarmine, 
and have found them agreement with the political principles 
Thomas Jefferson. They have discovered the basic theory human 
destiny the same Catholicism, genuine Americanism, and true 
patriotism. “All men are born free and equal,” trustworthy democratic 
leaders from Thomas Jefferson Woodrow Wilson have accepted 
the classical sentence the American creed democracy. They 
acknowledge that the inalienable rights every human person are 
equal rights without respect blood breeding. They believe human 
rights are derived individually from the Creator and not from 
all-powerful State, nor even, according the political conception 
Englishman, from benignant Parliament which bestows will 
upon its subjects their “immemorial rights.” 

Again today, democracy after the true American ideal threatened 
and its institutions are endangered. re-examine its values for the 
purpose constructing better citizenship and more enduring 
patriotism. measure our thinking against the false democracy 
Rousseau, and against the democratic principles the 1820’s the 
Old and New World. examine past and present world governments 
and determine whether they are totalitarian republican their 
basic belief the origin individual rights and their consequent 
direction individual and collective responsibility. 

take backward glance the Middle Ages and see democracy 
grow out its institutions like the oak growing out the acorn; 
not fully formed, true, but developed and brought 
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Right and Duty

Our American democratic tradition not opinion, even 
belief, and, Lowell would say, are not holding the world the 
button expound our theory. American humor this stage our 
national growth precludes confidence our opinions, confidence 
that may have characterized youthful people, strong that 
would bring the universe conformity with them. are more 
convinced today that, our American democracy government, “the 
consent the governed,” reality and necessity. True, have 
outgrown some our illusions about the stability the democracy 
ideal, the people, the people, for the people,” with- 
out invoking the sanctions the natural and moral law, law- 


enforcing agencies, and when necessary, resorting physical sanctions, 
the case the Civil War. Our faith democracy remains un- 
changed, although experience has taught that democracy

Early the article Mr. Neill makes clear that without the 
inferential right constant reinterpretation the rights freedom 
speech and the press, even the right live might robbed 
their significance. later paragraph expresses vigorously the 
idea that required the citizen watchful his government 
and aware its enactments rights are preserved inalienable 
and equalized. 

Ultimately man’s right that living man rather than 
free, and responsible being, the basis those derivative rights, the 
Founding Fathers listed inalienable: freedom conscience, religion, 
speech, and press. Such list was adequate for its day, but the 
Industrial Revolution and its resulting technological, social, and 
economic changes made these freedoms meaningless when they stand 
alone. The right man today can implemented only 
additional derivative rights, such the right work for minimum 
living wage, the right marry and rear family, the right develop 
one’s faculties the fullest, and preserve one’s health.

Our Holy Father, Pope Pius XI, happy memory presented 
with ideal that attainable the state civic society.

Similarly there are America 
citizens, many them Catholics, products our schools, whose 
actions bespeak the creed, “The business government concern 
mine.” They seem subscribe the principle: “If live good 
citizen and leave government unhampered criticism sub- 
versive activity, hindering nothing.” Such inert citizens, content 
their lofty isolation soul, are not helping the cause Christian 
democracy; they become liability the government that must 
protect them. Religious formation and citizenship training are not poles 
apart. Pope Pius urged that Catholic education help them 
coalesce the development civic morality. Then shall have 
God business, government, and society. 

Truth apprehended leads action. Only knowledge that has been 
assimilated can incorporated into life. What realized sufficiently 
will lived; will influence thought and action long after other 
subject matter has been forgotten. When the young citizen goes forth 
from his Catholic school responsible member into American 
society, what expected him? Three fundamental civic duties are 
incumbent upon him: lead the life upright citizen; exercise 
his voting privilege honest, enlightened citizen; exert his 
influence for the right watchfulness over the government and the 
officials whom his vote empowers rule the land.

The same true for pupils. They are 
attracted the gaiety and bright air 
joviality that hovers about their teacher; 
they become truly attached him and seek 
his company, because they know they will 
find cheer being with him. This all im- 
portant the work education, for 
teacher can win the hearts his pupils, 
position help them more effectively, 
cheerfulness, making him magnet, 
offers him the opportunity good. 


Personality Decides 


The attraction might the case 
with moody the repulsion the 
pupils the personality their teacher 
leads many high school and college students 
elect their subjects according the 
professor who going teach them more 
than according their own needs. “Is Mr. 
going teach geometry this year? Then 
going take Latin, because Mr. 
the grouchiest old man seen. hate 
Latin, but Mr. knows how interesting 
and lively, and makes things easy!” 

This just example how attitudes 
toward study are influenced the personality 
the teacher. Let him lively, let him 
know how smile, how crack joke 
the right time, how put enthusiasm into 
his lessons, and his pupils will come like, 
not only him, but also the subject teaches. 
the subject attracts them because has 
life and interest, they will inclined work 
hard and may even specialize later 
on. The cheerfulness the teacher class 
has much do, estimation, with the 
attitude the pupils toward their work. 

This not all, for the mood the teacher 
exercises great influence the class. Just 
joy communicates itself through sympathy, 
also moodiness and depression transmit 
themselves from teacher pupils. for 
some reason the teacher not feeling very 
cheerful, will appear his face and 
his conduct. Let him walk into the class, and 
the moment his pupils perceive his state 
soul, rather sense it, kind weight 
hovers over every one them, like dark 
cloud rainy day. feels 
uncomfortable silence, certain uneasiness, 
drop the intensity the enthusiasm 
that may have been brought from the 
morning playground activities. 


Enthusiasm Contagious 


But let the teacher become wrapped 
his explanation forget the cause

his dejection and grow enthusiastic about his 
lesson: faint smile suggests itself, then 
broadens into genuine grin and the tension 
relieved, the weight lifts, vigor returns, 
and interest and attention are aroused. Notice 
the variation the mood the class with 
that the teacher. doubt, all have 
experienced this response the class 
change from heaviness lighter cheerful- 
ness, and not think that experience 
uncommon. For good lessons, the cheerful- 
ness the teacher is, then, point not 
slighted unimportant; the teacher 
cheerful, the pupils are more interested, 
active, and alert, they like learn and they 
learn. 

The following lines that were heard quoted 
priest show striking and novel 
way how the teacher can brighten 
class his own cheerfulness, just row 
candles begin glow because one little 
taper passed all them: 

“Smile while and, you smile, another 


smiles; 

Then there are miles and miles smiles 
and smiles, 

worth living because you 


The same thought contained this clever 
aphorism: “Laugh and the world laughs with 
you.” our case, the world the teacher 
his classroom; so, laugh, teacher, and your 
class will laugh with you! 

The role cheerfulness with regard the 
pupils has been pretty accurately stated 
Brother Auguste Hubert, F.S.C., the fol- 
lowing personal note: “If not want 
pupils seek relaxation dissipation, must 
class cheerful, fatigue will much less- 
ened.” evident that, cheerful class, 
lessons are followed with less fatigue and the 
pupils are thereby rendered more capable 
sustained effort. 


Cheerfulness Encourages Work 


Another role cheerfulness class 
make the pupils work harder. Hard work, 
turn, helps the pupils understand the 
lesson and acquire knowledge. Now, there 
edge, and pupils experience much 
older people do, since they, too, have 
curiosity that can satisfied. The joy 
discovery real incentive students; 
makes them try harder learn; the 
spice study, ‘just condiments are the 
spice food. 

Above all, cheerfulness can help prevent 
failure from downing the fighting student. 
the student who fails can keep the bright 
side the situation, smile back defeat 
and keep plugging, there certainty his 
getting ahead soon later. the contrary, 
gloom alone attends difficulty, there 
danger that the scholar will not have the 
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courage react and keep fighting. is, 
therefore, important psychological process 
keep pupils cheerful, want them 
learn get from defeat more deter- 
mined than before. students are the 
habit being morose, they will lack the 
stamina stand again and try once more 
meet the obstacle, being content brood 
over and convince themselves that they 
are defeated. 

Cheerfulness also makes attention 
terest more intensive, and since the rate 
learning varies with this intensity, the pres- 
ence cheerfulness makes progress more 
rapid. Children look for relaxation not 
given them should; but then, not 
only they who not work, but their com- 
panions well. the other hand, this 
seeking for other occupations mark 
lack interest the present exercise and 
should serve warning the teacher. 
Where there attention, there prog- 
ress. cheerful atmosphere during the lesson 
will help captivate attention, lessen distrac- 
tion, and speed advancement. 


Cheerful Room 


cheerful environment complements the 
action cheerful teacher. The room where 
the pupils work has influence the 
quality the studying they do. For, just 
stuffy atmosphere brings headache, 
and supply fresh air invigorates us, so, 
too, the classroom which disorderly, un- 
ornamented, unkept, gloomy, and forbidding 
repels pupils and makes them feel careless 
about their work. the contrary, clean, 
orderly room, decorated with some pictures 
drawings keeping with the season 
the holiday, makes class gay and gives the 
pupils atmosphere cheerfulness, orderli- 
ness, diligence, and contentment. goes 
long way making the school loved. 

Finally, the playground cheerfulness 
not less asset than the classroom. 
Here cheerfulness springs mainly from the 
contact, the expansion energy, and the 
freedom that reigns. Men naturally seek com- 
pany, and children are exception. When 
they are with others who have the same 
interests and with whom they play agree- 
able games, they are satisfied and profit much 
more their recreations. That why the 
boy who running about during recess, who 
plays with anyone and everyone the gayest 
those the playground, while the boy 
who associates only with chosen few and 
found exclusive, close conversation with 
them rarely seen the happiest pupil 
the playground. relaxes little from the 
tension the classroom and returns his 
studies little refreshed. Cheerfulness itself 
relaxation; without it, even the refresh- 
ment recreation diminished. 

Cheerful teachers, cheerful classrooms, and 
cheerful playgrounds make for better work 
and healthier contentment; cheerful en- 
vironment lessens fatigue and creates gen- 
eral feeling satisfaction with self and 
others. Every educational institution should 
cultivate cheerfulness most precious asset.

began with the early Greek drama about 
500 The Greeks were familiar with the 
idea using chorus heighten the effect 
accompany the unfolding story 
drama. Choral odes formed part the 
ceremonials honoring Dionysius, the Greek 
god vintage. Later, medieval Europe per- 
petuated choric rhythms through its minstrels, 
troubadours, and minnesingers. Throughout 
the various European countries, unity 
expression was especially desirable, and choral 
speaking made its continental counterpart. 
The Passion Play Oberammergau has al- 
ways used the speaking chorus well 
the singing chorus, much the same way 
the early Greeks used it. Likewise, the 
early American Indians expressed themselves 
tribal chants. The beating tom-toms 
and graceful bodily rhythm accompanied 
this vocal expression the Great Spirit. 
The tribal ceremonies the Wisconsin Dells 
and various western reservations bear defi- 
nite traces this same choral expression. 


Ancient Art 


Thus might say that choral verse speak- 
ing ancient the Greek drama 
500 B.c. and modern the Glasgow Musi- 
cal Festival 1922. was there that the 
revival organized choral expression took 
place when Miss Marjorie trained 
group speakers Greek drama choruses 
for poetry-speaking contest. The commit- 
tee the Glasgow Musical Festival were 
enthusiastic over the results Miss Gul- 
lan’s work that they immediately placed 
poetry speaking side side with music 
their course study. was John 
who quaintly applied the terms speak- 
ing” and “choral speaking” the revived art 
choric reading after heard Miss Gullan’s 
speech choirs Scotland. From Scotland 
the art choral speaking spread Eng- 
land, Canada, South Africa, Australia, and 
Ireland. During the past few years, great 
interest has been taken 
throughout the United States also. Teachers’ 
colleges and high schools have formed many 
choirs under the direction English pro- 
fessor speech teacher.

Choice Material 


With the capacity his students mind, 
the teacher should choose material that suits 
the emotional maturity the group.

After choosing the material for choral read- 
ing, the teacher’s next step direct the 
group.

Horrible Examples 


There are many dangers which beset poorly 
conducted verse-speaking choirs. There are 
four which are very prevalent ones. Perhaps 
the worst the dull choir. may due 
lack understanding and interpretation 
with power color, life, movement 
the speaking. Another danger giving 
sound the expense sense. 
recitation results, and the director’s job 
cure teaching proper rhythmic values. 
The metric stress not always fall ex- 
actly the words that naturally stress 
for sense. The true rhythm good poetry 
brings out the meaning when speak it, 
for rhythmical structure concerned deeply 
with the meaning the words. Too often 
students forget that the pulse the poem 
should coincide with the meaning. The third 
danger that heavy, labored utterances 
when the aim verse choir should 
light, flexible tone and speech. Poems should 
always practiced very light tone, 
but with firm and front articulation. Whisper- 
ing and free use the front the mouth 
will eventually bring strength and vitality 
well lightness and flexibility.

There perhaps group people the 
country more thoroughly accord with the 
mind the Church matters liturgical 
than the teaching Sisters the United 
States. One does not need the eloquence 
oratory the persuasion rhetoric con- 
vince them the beauty and the “rightness” 
the Missa Recitata Dialog Mass. They 
have heard such Mass—nay, participated 
hundred convent chapels; they 
have wistfully dreamed for the people 
their own parish church; they have read 
its being successfully introduced other 
places; but they have faltered timidly before 
the task attempting themselves. 


The Difficulties

You have your 
Dialog Mass! Now, how about it? 
Well, the first place, you need but culti- 
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vate the acquaintance Professor Melodio 
Sister Cantata who conducts the children’s 
choir, and beg for part the rehearsal 
time one two occasions. Then bring 
your older and more efficient altar boys.

part their royal heritage children 
God. few weeks (shall say?) most 
your class will know all the responses. 

there now the matter missals? The 
Liturgical Press Collegeville, Minn., pre- 
sents Offeramus, Mass book which contains 
the Ordinary English and Latin.

Now, there the little matter the pastor. 
The dear, old, silver-haired pastor has doubt- 
less been deprived his seminary days 
the seraphic enjoyment granted seminarians 
today, constant participation Dialog 
Mass. may indeed offer objections. think 
the most common one his fear that the 
Mass may last too long. Demonstration will 
farther than argument. Plead for the Sat- 
urday Mass eight o’clock. can incon- 
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venience one unless inconvenient wed- 
ding funeral should interfere. the pastor 
himself does not care say this Mass, there 
the young assistant for whom the radiant 
glory ordination day still shining and 
new. 

Let your class occupy the front seats, 
flanked each side all available choir 
girls and altar boys. know, dear Sister, 
that all will well. Those children will 
surprise even you. And, meanwhile, perhaps 
the dear old pastor fussing about the 
back the church, apparently saying his 
office. Ostensibly, his purpose time the 
Mass, and his surprise, finds only 
two three minutes longer than usual. But, 
quite unconsciously, the thing has swept over 
his soul. Now understands. Your battle, 
little Sister Timida, won. Will those chil- 
dren need urging receive Holy Communion 
that Mass? You know they won’t. You 
know, and they know they leave that 
church, that they are the storm troopers 
God, the King’s own guard. 

And you think the eighth grade will 
rest, now that your seventh has accomplished 
this thing? what barrage entreaty 
will those eighth-grade altar boys and choir 
girls subject their helpless teacher! Will they 
forever content flank your storm 
troopers? No, they, too, long lead the 
royal army, don the shining armor the 
King. Within few weeks there will 
Missa Recitata the eighth grade. 

brave Sister Timida, you are the pioneer! 
You have blazed the trail! You have lighted 
the new lamp active cooperation the 
Mass replace the old dull lamp mere 
spectatorship. Let that year with 
monthly Dialog Masses, participated 
the seventh and eighth grades alternately. 
And the next year you can widen your cam- 
paign. There now your class the seventh 
grade learning the Missa Recitata for the first 
time. (Your burden teach year year, 
dear Sister Timida. precious burden!) There 
one class now high school, and one 
class now the eighth grade, that can take 
part the Mass. Your great moment has 
come! Ask the pastor now for Dialog 
Mass Sunday. Scatter your high school 
troopers among the congregation. Keep your 
own royal guard near the altar. Let this 
glorious fire spread through the whole parish. 
Will the pastor hesitate now order copies 
Offeramus for the adults? You know 

Dear, brave, little Sister Timida, you have 
cast fire the earth, and what you wish 
but that should kindled? From your 
parish the next one, through the coun- 
tryside, until all across this land ours there 
“Tuvenes virgines: senes cum iunioribus 
laudent nomen Domini.”

Sisters Can Teach Mechanical Drawing

the present emergency many new 

textbooks mathematics, physics, radio, 
and allied subjects have appeared. These 
subjects are needed for the war effort, and 
should given all possible consideration. 
Another subject which contributes much 
the war effort and our economic life has 
not been widely publicized. This subject 
mechanical drawing. 

That mechanical drawing, taught our 
high school, has aided the war effort proved 
letters the principal from former stu- 
dents now enrolled the Army and Navy 
specialized training programs. The writers 
mention the help that mechanical drawing 
has given them comprehending higher 
mathematics, especially descriptive geom- 
etry. know that our course mechani- 
cal drawing has aided our pupils various 
engineering courses. 

There always demand not only for 
draftsmen but also for workers who can 
read blueprints. Certainly one need not 
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draftsman able read blueprints; but, 
since blueprints are language written 
the draftsman read the mechanic, 
follows that knowledge mechanical 
drawing ideal background for ability 
interpret blueprints. one can draw plans, 
can read blueprints, but not vice versa. 

Our high school has offered first- and 
second-year mechanical drawing for the past 
three years, and hope later extend the 
course four years. The subject appeals 
boys few other studies. And when 
boy interested, can accomplish wonders. 

While most boys’ high schools offer me- 
chanical drawing, schools conducted Sis- 
ters shy away from the subject because some 
our Sisters are afraid undertake the 
classes. few courses summer school will 
give teacher sufficient background for 
teaching mechanical drawing. And valuable 
aid can obtained from draftsmen em- 
ployed industrial plants. Fathers and 
brothers the pupils are often competent 
and willing help prepare the Sisters for 
any new undertaking.

EDUCATION AND RUSSIA 


The Catholic position coeducation 
was stated Pope Pius his En- 
cyclical the Christian Education 
Youth: 

“False also and harmful Christian 
education the so-called method ‘co- 
education.’ This, too, many its sup- 
porters, founded upon naturalism and 
the denial original sin: but all, upon 
deplorable confusion ideas that mis- 
takes leveling promiscuity and equality, 
for the legitimate association the sexes. 
These principles, with due regard 
time and place, must accordance with 
Christian prudence, applied all 
schools, particularly the most delicate 
and decisive period formation, that, 
namely, adolescence.” 

There has been progressive deteriora- 
tion the Catholic position this sub- 
ject this country. was 
watch some the Catholic educators 
make the flop, not always too graciously. 
Undoubtedly economic considerations, 
better utilization classrooms and 
teachers, was the bottom the change, 
practice American education. 

What our amazement when find 
the new Russia confirming now the Cath- 
olic position not only theory but prac- 
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tice and with that understanding realism 
that seems the basis the Rus- 
sian heroic and victorious struggle against 
the armies and ideology Fascism? Nad- 
eyhda Parfesova, chief the administra- 
tion elementary and high schools under 
the Peoples’ Commissariat Education 
the RSFSR, discusses the problem co- 
education under the title “Separate Edu- 
cation for Boys and Girls High Schools 
Large Cities.” discusses the decree 
July 16, 1943, which introduced sep- 
arate education for boys and girls the 
high schools large cities. Beside any 
practical pedagogical reasons, was 
the idea,” says, “of granting women 
equal rights with men matters educa- 
tion that dominated all their considera- 
tions.” short, the reason was political 
character and was offset the social prac- 
tices and ideas pre-Revolutionary Rus- 
sia. The decree May, 1918, introducing 
coeducation the elementary and high 
schools was part the political reaction 
against Czarist Russia. “In this way,” says 
Parfesova, Soviet government proved 
that indeed stood for equal rights for 
women.” And, the experience more 
than years, our author says, the 
main problem which the introduction 
coeducational system was intended solve 
the equality the sexes 
has been solved.” 

1940, the Peoples’ Commissariat 
proposed the separate schools but more 
pressing events challenging civilization it- 
self were imminent. Tests were made 
1942-43 Moscow’s schools from the 
fifth the tenth grade, and the result was 
higher level military and physical 
training, better order school life and 
better discipline. More Nadeyhda 
Parfesova says: 

“In addition, practice has shown that 
with separate education for the tremen- 
dous masses pupils the high school 
easier take into consideration the 
physical peculiarities and physical develop- 
ment boys and girls. Considering the 
tendencies and physical abilities the 
children both sexes, well the prac- 
tical need for boys and girls receive cor- 
future life and work, becomes necessary 
use different approaches selecting the 
kind work for them, thing which does 
not work out practice under coeduca- 
tional system. With the introduction 
separate system education these short- 
comings will eliminated.” 

And with good practical sense, which 
applies our own situation, the article 
are quoting concludes: reform ap- 
plies only the high schools large cities 
where possible organize separate 
schools for boys and girls. small towns 
and rural localities the coeducational sys- 
tem the high school will remain.” 

This article throws light our own 
historical development. started with 
education largely business for males. The 
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women’s movement gained momentum dur- 
ing the nineteenth century and, 
demonstration the capacity, they took 
the men’s education that, 
someone has remarked, was not good 
“could take it,” the Army says it. This 
special social movement together with 
democracy used shibboleth, with 
little economics thrown for one school 
building could built cheaper than two 
explained our giving separate educa- 
tion. Perhaps after the war, Russia 
now, psychological, pedagogical, and moral 
consideration will dominant over polit- 
ical and economic ones, and may re- 
turn separate education least the 
high schools our larger cities and

the success war education, particu- 
larly will associated with victory.

any case, war will give the accelera- 
tion and condensation processes wartime 
education great prestige. But the justifica- 
tion the processes will not wisdom 
but necessity. Undoubtedly 
changes much padding and nonintellectual 
elements have been eliminated, but much 
that pedagogically and socially undesir- 
able has been introduced. The mere fact 
that thing was done wartime not 
significant, but all practices and 
processes will need evaluated term 
principles. 

Wartime education interested prima- 
rily skills and practical achievements. 
Its great objective able some- 
thing well. The skill will almost always 
have meet the test use very soon 
after acquired and practice will fix 
habits. has, therefore, itself its own 
corrective. Intellectually interested 
more absorption than reflection. 
serves often intellectual pills capsules 
for immediate ends. this way, corrects 
great deal the verbalism 
education, but registers corresponding 
gains thought and meaning. short, 
one would say that the primary interest 
wartime instruction not education but 
training. 

The change from wartime peacetime 
education will the opportunity bring 
with insight the test principle, moral, 
pedagogical, and sociological, the war- 
time yes and the prewartime prac- 
tices and processes schooling and educa- 
tion.

the participation our country global war. 
Military forces are inclined settle important 
issues bombs and bullets whereas high 
school debaters are rarely found punching 
their opponents into inglorious silence. Yet 
this war breathing new life into art 
that many regions was dead the 
mummies Egypt.

Sports are losing their glamour. The war 
has forced directors athletics schedule 
games close home; more long trips 
Podunk, for the duration. The war has 
made equipment for athletic teams either 
hard get prohibitively expensive. Even 
coaching personnel scarce Jap vic- 
tories over the Allies. Some high schools 
have gone far give all competi- 
tion with other schools; they are satisfied 
with competition inside their own walls and 
inside their own fences. The intramurals are 
having their day. 

course, there inherent conflict 
between sports and debating. The same school 
may turn out championship athletic teams 
and championship debating teams. Debaters 
may found the stands yelling their 
heads off with the same enthusiasm marks 
those whose little world revolves around 
sports; although athletes will rarely attend 
debate, they will glad hear that the 
school debating teams have won victories. 
Occasionally rare student comes along who 
finds time for debating and major minor 
sport. Since debating not money-maker 
and doesn’t provide adequate emo- 
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tional outlet sports, there little com- 
parison the budgets allotted the two. 

The inexpensive nature debating 
strong argument its favor during these 
times retrenchment. costly equipment 
needed: the debaters wear shin guards, 
elbow guards, headgear, $12 running shoes; 
they need tackling dummies, fancy rub- 
downs, shower-room facilities. long trips 
are essential interesting season; de- 
baters can get their opponents street- 
car bus. high-salaried coaches are 
necessary; any self-sacrificing member the 
staff who not already too burdened with 
extracurricular activities can teach the stu- 
dents the fundamentals debating and help 
them with their cases willing 
give little time the matter. 

Now the time for all good teachers who 
esteem debating worth-while activity 
stimulate the interest their students. 
Sports are becoming more intramural and 
losing their glamour; debating has chance 
become extramural and engage the at- 
tention more students than ever before. 
Not disdaining moderate athletics, teacher 
who convinced the value debating 
will direct the thoughts his students 
skill art invaluable for later life, 
skill that helps them think and off 
their feet, that gives them poise, that trains 
them correct speech, that makes them 
ferret out facts, that gives them the thrill 
intellectual competition, the clash mind 
against mind, that teaches them how 
good sports, win lose, that broadens their 
social horizons, and develops their spiritual 
faculties. The war breathing new life into 
this skill, new life into this art debating.

Recently heard teacher remark that she 
was always embarrassed when she had say 
visitors, “This the biology She 
felt that there was not enough equipment 
justify its being called. Having often 
worked similar small laboratories myself, 
felt that must speak their defense. 
course, for central high schools which great 
numbers students must accommodated, 
large, well-equipped laboratory neces- 
sity, but still have many small schools 
throughout our country, and for them very 
little initial equipment sufficient. 
reduce minimum, the requirements 
for small biology laboratory are three: 
teacher who enthusiastic and resourceful, 
compound microscope, and dissecting set. 


MATERIAL ABUNDANT 


The laboratory itself depends after all 
the supply room, and the case biology 
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the latter inexhaustible since comprises 
all nature. Both the large and small labora- 
tories must get their materials either directly 
indirectly from this source, and, all too 
frequently, where money plentiful, both 
teacher and student confine their work 
the indoor laboratory within four walls in- 
stead using nature’s vast storehouse 
which they live and move all the time. Every- 
thing needed the classroom ready fer 
use there thought looking for 
outside, and perhaps little mental association 
the specimens with their natural habitat. 
The modern housewife, who needs only 
can opener, rarely pictures herself the 
sunlit garden which her canned vegetables 
were grown. Not long ago was pointing 
phenomena our own back yard when she 
unexpectedly remarked, believe biology 
might made interesting. always asso- 
ciated with the classroom and hated it.” 


experience have never found stu- 
dents enthusiastic the post-mortem 
examination preserved specimens (though 
this, too, important part the course) 
they are the study living creatures. 
These latter can found abundance 
our outdoor supply room. What consider 
one most successful ventures biology 
teaching came about more less acci- 
dental way. One evening September, shortly 
before the opening school, companion 
and had gone for walk along country 
road when, great delight, noticed 
some milkweeds with number Monarch 
butterfly caterpillars them, some very 
small and others almost full grown. Not 
having anything put them in, picked 
bouquet milkweed with the caterpillars 
and carried them home, trying look 
unconcerned passed people, and the 
same time keep eyes bouquet 
caterpillars lest any should fall off. knew 
exactly where should put them when 
arrived home had several ideal cages, 
glass palaces, liked call them. One 
sees them now sometimes antique shops, 
holding wax flowers fruit. found mine 
one day excursion the attic. Students 
former generation had used them 
their art work. The janitor, with four wooden 
pegs and some window screen, elevated the 
glass covers about three inches above the 
wooden bases that there would free 
passage air. The covers could easily 
lifted off clean the cage put fresh 
supply food. may worth while 
mention here for those who haven’t experi- 
mented with caterpillars that they are very 
exacting dietitians and will starve rather than 
eat any plant other than the kind which 
they are found. The butterfly moth lays 
her eggs the species plant which the 
larva feeds, and, although there some- 
times choice several varieties, usu- 
ally very limited and definite for each kind 
larva. not think the Monarch larva 
feeds anything except milkweed. Students 
seem find hard believe that cater- 
pillars are fastidious their tastes, and, 
first, spite instructions, will invari- 
ably bring larva without some the plant 
which was feeding. keep the food 
fresh, cover bottle glass container with 
cardboard and insert the stems through 
hole the center. This important 
otherwise the caterpillars are sure fall into 
the water. 

milkweed bouquet was arranged this 
fashion the glass palace, and within few 
days one the full-grown caterpillars at- 
tached itself, head downward, the inside 
the glass cover. Some hours later had 
the unforgettable experience seeing 
change into green chrysalis with ring 
gold beads near the top, looking for all the 
world like beautiful jade-green earring. The 
next time thought one the caterpillars 
was ready for this change, several members 
the household watched patiently until one 
o’clock the morning see this marvelous 
transformation, and assured afterward 
that they felt well repaid for the loss 
sleep.

soon attached itself the glass top, 
and identified pasting her name just 
above the outside. The interest became 
intense that when caterpillar was about 
emerge, sent word other classes that 
they could have opportunity witness 
these breath-taking events. 

One the parochial school teachers asked 
give her caterpillar for her class 
watch. was promptly named “Michael,” 
and great was the consternation one morning 
when the glass container was found empty. 
few days later when the class finished the 
noon Angelus, one the boys, pointing 
the molding, joyfully exclaimed, “Sister, 
there’s Michael.” Sure enough, there was 
Michael suspended chrysalis. 


GOD’S MIRACLES 


While the interest these metamorphoses 
was its height, remarked that seemed 
unfair compare frivolous people 
butterflies the latter had already passed 
through many difficulties and had now reached 
stage enjoyment, and that they were 
better used symbols the resurrection.

FINDING DESIRED MATERIAL 


said above that the biology supply 
room inexhaustible, yet possible not 
able find the material, plentiful 
though is. This particularly true for the 
inexperienced teacher, which category 
all belong when begin. Neither will the 
students first bring material. They 
not know what look for. good 
idea encourage them welcoming what- 
ever they bring in, even though you may 
recoil inwardly culture clothes moths, 
snake, horny toad, mason jar filled 
with angry bees. 

Sometimes the teacher afraid she will 
embarrassed not being able identify 
give information about the specimen 
brought in. This may avoided having 
understanding with the students the 
beginning the course. They should told 
that science experimental subject and 
that the field biology vast that 
few square feet ordinary back yard 
would require years. give them idea 
the limitless field biology call their 
attention some facts like the following 
which the Reverend Francis Wenninger, 
C.S.C., M.S., Ph.D., tells article 
entitled “The World the Insects”; 
are forty thousand species flies; over 
three hundred kinds mosquitoes; nearly 
thousand kinds bees; thousand kinds 
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cockroaches; six hundred kinds grasshop- 
pers; two thousand kinds ladybirds; and 
over hundred and fifty thousand kinds 
beetles.” This will show the impossibility 
recognizing every kind insect. use this 
example because usually insect which 
the student brings with the question, 
it? thought you would know.” you 
have previously told the class some facts 
similar the above, they will prepared 
hear, not know what is. Let’s see 
can find out.” Give the student books 
with pictures insects and let him try 
identify his specimen. The five-and-ten-cent 
stores have very good books with pictures 
and short descriptions the most common 
insects, and his intellectual joy will good 
see succeeds finding out for himself.

EXPERIENCE NOT ESSENTIAL 


summer school course often her only 
preparation for teaching biology, and from 
she learns how use compound micro- 
scope, and how dissect the specimens listed 
the ordinary biology syllabus. She can 
satisfy the requirements, and her students 
can probably pass the standard examinations. 
was going say takes not only summer 
school course, but years experience make 
good biology teacher, but that only par- 
tially true. beginner who awakens interest 
nature, enthusiastically adding her own 
store knowledge, making discoveries along 
with her students, may far better teacher 
than one who sticks closely year after year 
the prescribed course. 

chief argument then defense small 
laboratories that the very lack equip- 
ment induces both teacher-and pupil search 
for material firsthand nature’s supply 
room. This very search creates interest 
his surroundings that will enable him 
live more fully and joyfully all his life. 
will realize the truth Stevenson’s couplet: 
“This world full number things, 
I’m sure should all happy kings.”

biology laboratory, but the same ideas, 
modified form, may applied other small 
science laboratories well. his delightful 
work, The Wonder Book Chemistry, Fabre, 
impersonating Uncle Paul, says his two 
nephews, “We will furnish our laboratory, 
then, little little, but very modest 
way, assure you beforehand, your uncle’s 
resources not permit luxury. will have 
the indispensable, but nothing more.

When making selection characters 
take. into consideration the foreign pupils 
the class.

EVALUATING BIOGRAPHY 


The teacher who selecting biography 
for his class historical biography will 
confronted with the problem finding the 
truthful biography. will need decide, 
also, just how will deal with doubtful ma- 
terial. Some methods are follows: 

Study primary sources rather than sec- 
ondary sources. 

Establish the genuineness docu- 
ment before considering true source. 

Compare the statements 
authors. 

Discover much evidence possible 
relative the statement material 
question. 

Trace the historical statement ques- 
tion the testimony contemporaries. 

Consult the private letters and diaries 
which have been established genuine. 

not accept the testimony oral 
traditions being authentic. 

Consult the volumes Who’s Who for 
facts concerning characters who have lived 
since the year 1899-1900. 

Consider the author’s reputation and 
the standing the publisher. 

10. not rely the biased 
ity seeking” authors. 

11. When two differing seem 
equally valid, present them both the pupils. 


12. Present legendary material legend. 

13. not teach what you know will have 
unlearned. 

14. not trifle with details which cannot 
proved.

PRESENTING REGRETTABLE 
FACTS 


The teacher must decide how deal with 
regrettable facts biography before actual 
class presentation begins. Teachers report 
number helpful methods dealing with 
this problem: 

Teach nothing but good. 

Note regrettable facts frankly. 

Tell the truth about regrettable facts 
frankly and only when asked. 

Include some regrettable facts for the 
purpose contrast. 

Emphasize the desirable biography 
more than the undesirable. 

Place first emphasis the contribu- 
tions characters. 

not attempt justify the regret- 
table facts life. 

Avoid unnecessary vividness detail. 

not use the discussion these 
facts occasion for 

10. Bring out the underlying causes 
these regrettable facts and show how they 
may have been avoided. 

11. Stress the overcoming faults rather 
than the faults themselves. 

12. Study the type pupils the class 
before determining the methods use. 


AVOIDING EXAGGERATION 


When history presented through biogra- 
phy, the individual tends hold place 
prominence which may not deserve. His- 
tory teachers who were interviewed reported 
the following ways keeping the individual 
biography course the right place. 

Subordinate the individual the move- 
ment. 

Lead from the study the individual 
the study social groups. 

Show that great personalities play only 
one part the stage national life. 

Show that the greatest characters were 
those who identified themselves with the 
group. 

Show that individual dependent 
upon other individuals for his success. 

not allow too much time 
spent one character. 

Ask the pupils find 
counterpart famous characters. 


DEALING WITH MILITARY 
HEROES 


The significant contributions the peace- 
time hero are usually lost the glamour and 
enthusiasm with which the pupils view the 
contributions the military hero. The follow- 
ing are methods dealing with the military 
hero and the discussion war: 

When presenting military heroes, stress 
the courage men the nonmilitary fields 
endeavor. 

Stress the constructive results mil- 
itarism rather than its destructive work.

Biographical history deals very direct 
way with life.

Select some characters whose lives will, 
contrast, show the desirable against the 
undesirable.

VITALIZING BIOGRAPHICAL

Methods Teaching Modern Languages 


Sister Borromeo, O.S.F.* 


After the teacher has clearly defined the 
aims the language course she teaching, 
her next great concern should use such 
activities would make these objectives 
attainable. Names applied anything that 
largely controlled the human ele- 
ment and personal considerations 
teaching method must generally descrip- 
tive rather than narrowly restrictive. two 
teachers use any method the same manner. 
find that although several teachers may 
follow the same general method, the activities 
may quite different, which great measure 
accounts for the effective use method 
one classroom and its failure the other. 
The teacher the artist. The greater his skill, 
the more effectively will use his instru- 
ments. 

There are various methods that have been 
used the past. broad outline may 
define them follows: The “direct method” 
one which the mother tongue barred 
from the classroom; the 
“grammar-translation” method process 
translating and studying grammatical rules; 
the method compromise the 
two, commonly referred the “eclectic” 
method. 


THE AURAL-ORAL METHOD 


not the aim this paper give 
detailed description all the methods 
use, nor give exhaustive treatment 
any one method. The essential purpose 
indicate some activities which will make the 
attainment the above-mentioned objectives 
possible. matters little what call the 
method under which these activities may 
listed. But since the emphasis placed 
the understanding the spoken language and 
the oral use it, one may refer the 
“aural-oral” method. 

understanding the spoken language 
skill more important today than ever 
before. The radio has offered great possi- 
bilities where this skill may used. The 
prospect future rapid transportation and 
communication certainly favors aural prac- 
tice language. There will many op- 
portunities when pupils now studying for- 
eign language will able put their 
edge practical use. develop this skill 
the teacher should use the foreign language 
from the first meeting the class. point- 
ing objects and using the foreign word 
for them she encourages instant recognition 
without the use the vernacular; using 
appropriate gestures with foreign expressions 
she teaches the meaning short sentences 
and phrases without using them reading 
exercises. understood, course, that 
limited number easy words will used 
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these exercises. The constant repetition 
these with new expressions dropped from 
time time will familiarize the students 
such extent that imitation will become 
easy. The gradual introduction new words 
and phrases will time build useful 
reservoir expressions. 


DEVELOPING FACILITY USE 


Classroom exercises the content the 
reading lessons are bound provide consid- 
erable aural training throughout the year. 
The teacher may ask questions the con- 
tent the reading the foreign language. 
first the answers the pupils’ conversa- 
tion may English, but gradually the 
best students will try answer the for- 
eign language, until large part the class 
has acquired the habit. 

the course advances and the vocabulary 
increased, the teacher should, from time 
time, give brief talks the language the 
civilization the country whose language 
she teaching. Questions should then ad- 
dressed the students determine whether 
they have understood the talk. 

Another important exercise develop the 
aural skill dictation. Soon after the read- 
ing started, dictation should given 
material that has been read studied. 
Later on, however, preferable dictate 
material that has not been previously read. 
Care should taken not include too many 
new words and expressions. Too difficult 
passage would discourage even the best stu- 
dent. 

dictating, the teacher may read the en- 
tire passage through first, and then dictate 
sentence sentence. the sentences are too 
long, they should dictated phrase phrase. 
After the entire passage has been dictated, 
well reread slowly without repetitions 
allow students make corrections they 
can. The papers may corrected class 
writing the passage correctly the board. 
After the papers have been exchanged, each 
student may compare his copy with that 
written the board and make the necessary 
corrections. 

Dictation valuable for several reasons: 

motivates intent listening. 

helps teach fine distinctions 
sound. 

forms strong bond between the 
written word and the spoken word. 

Dictation important activity and 
should hold prominent place the teaching 
modern languages. 


ACCURACY PRONUNCIATION 


Not only aural understanding 
language important, but correct pronunciation 
also vital point the program teach- 
ing languages. gives feeling for the 
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language which encourages confidence and 
facility it. The student must have clearly 
explained him the difference between the 
speech habits English and the foreign lan- 
guage. must have clearly demonstrated 
him that greater precision and greater activ- 
ity the lips are required articulating 
the foreign language than English. 

The student’s first practice any sounds 
must always class under teacher super- 
vision. allow student practice pro- 
have been fixed subversive. Once the pupil 
has been taught make the proper sounds, 
the teaching formula will practice, test, 
corrections, until good pronunciation fixed. 

The teacher should careful provide 
sufficient opportunity for both individual and 
chorus work. During these 
should stand close the students that 
she can detect mispronunciation and correct 

excellent exercise for pronunciation 
drill the learning songs and other 
rhythmical lines and phrases. The singing 
songs makes pronunciation drill doubly ex- 
chosen collection records will prove valu- 
able asset, they are used this connection. 

great deal reading aloud must 
done fix pronunciation. The teacher should 
strive for perfect oral expression the 
printed page. This includes not only correct 
pronunciation but natural intonation and 
fluency. The teacher herself should per- 
fect model for her pupils imitate. This 
the only means which she can set correct 
standards. Constant repetition the part 
the teacher and constant practice the part 
the pupils will bring about good results. 


READING FOR UNDERSTANDING 


Correct oral reading not the only ob- 
jective for which teacher should strive. She 
must also show the student that must 
able grasp meanings, interpret suggestions, 
detect the writers’ intentions the level 
vocabulary, idiom, and syntax difficulty that 
keeping with his progress language 
study. 

Exercises that stimulate and test compre- 
hension thought help insure the result 
that reading for thought, that attention 
focused the content rather than the me- 
chanics expression. Ideas, rather than 
words, must emerge from the page. 

Although reading foreign language 
must mean translating the time when 
the student has acquired sufficient vocabu- 
lary read normally, the teacher must plan 
break from the translation method the 
earliest possible moment. The teacher must 
not content until she has brought about 
real reading the foreign language. 

One way which this can accom- 
plished very early stage repeat the 
reading passages that the foreign word 
becomes automatic and recalls the object 
idea without the use the vernacular. 
other words, the pupil does not associate the 
foreign word with the English language but 
with the object. the reading material 
carefully graded, the development this skill 
will slow but sure. 

Another activity that will effect the shift 
from translation reading extensive prac- 
tice rapid reading for thought. the 
student reads increasingly difficult material 
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ample quantity, the habit translation dis- 
appears. Extensive reading encourages con- 
cept and technique reading for thought, 
not for construction. However, very ex- 
tensive reading habit usually cannot ac- 
quired two years except superior stu- 
dents. Therefore, this last-mentioned activity 
can used only very limited degree 
the secondary school. 


RECOGNITIONAL GRAMMAR 


Nothing has been said thus far about the 
teaching grammar. certain that com- 
paratively little grammar needed order 
read, and that this needed only that 
forms may recognized. Recognitional gram- 
mar that which pupil may recognize 
the forms reads hears. need only 
recognitional grammar the two-year course 
the secondary school. Grammar valuable 
because contributes more specifically 
language learning encouraging thorough 
analysis reading material and making pos- 
sible accurate interpretation the word 
forms the text. The problem the lan- 
guage teacher conserve these advantages 
without increasing the serious dangers that 
attend overemphasis grammar study. 


USE THE LANGUAGE 


There are not enough good results obtained 
from the translation English into foreign 
language recommend its use the sec- 
ondary school. work for this objective 
would call for entirely different approach 
the language. study grammar would 
become most important. While this procedure 
has its value, more desirable results are ob- 
tained using the language itself much 
possible. 

replace this translation from English 
into foreign language, recommended 
that the students asked write “free 
compositions,” that is, short paragraphs, using 
words and expressions they studied. This 
would give them good practice the active 
use the language. 

Many more activities could listed, but 
the teacher’s own ingenuity and resourceful- 
ness will suggest even better and more useful 
procedures. the teacher likes boys and 
girls and has vision the great good she 
may accomplish through her work with them, 
there will lack motivation her 
part. From deep realization this ideal 
will come the incentive that enthusiastic 
effort without which success does not exist.

help our pupils explore all the possi- 
bilities both practical use and enjoyment 
which lie waiting the library shelves. 

other subject can make great 
contribution reading does the gathering 
common experience and common ideals 
which make possible for people live 
together peace and understanding. 
means literature also, children can learn 
much about the thought and activity school 
and later life. Literature the very heart 
and center that exploring which one 
the main jobs the junior high school. 


DEVELOP GOOD TASTE 


This age materialism age dis- 
traction which the minds and hearts 
our precious junior youth are entertained 
baubles. Literary taste seeking low levels 
today. proof this statement all 
need look magazine counters and 
see there the junk and filth that displayed. 
And what shall say the comic strips 
and comic books which our youth drink 
they water? The funny books are one 
the most tragic things American life today 
because the chief ill effects are mental and 
emotional. Instead filling the children’s 
minds with balanced understanding life 
and life could and should be, 
the “comics” gear them impossible, 
unrealistic, fantastic life. 

Sterling North the Chicago Daily News 
examined more than hundred “comics” and 
summed his impression this way: 

“Save for scattering more less in- 
nocuous ‘gag’ comics and some reprints 
newspaper strips, found that the bulk 
these lurid publications depend for their ap- 
peal upon mayhem, torture, and abduction 
often with child the victim. Superman 
heroics, voluptuous females scanty attire, 
blazing machine guns, hooded ‘justice,’ and 
cheap political propaganda were found 
almost every page these sex-horror 
serials.” 

But what realistic remedies propose? 
For part believe that substitution 
Fortunately the Catholic 
press has been busy about the problem. 
The three best antidotes known the mo- 
ment are Timeless Topix, put out Father 
Louis Gales the Catholic Digest, St. Paul; 
The Catholic Student, edited Father Fran- 
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cis Benz Minneapolis, who likewise the 
editor The Catholic Boy well Cath- 
olic Miss; and The Young Catholic Messenger 
with which all are acquainted. Timeless 
Topix fights fire with fire. doing good 
work the tune 200,000 copies. But 
have more than 2,000,000 children our 
Catholic schools alone. 

nothing such great consequence 
association with books, the teacher must ap- 
peal the interests and tastes pupils and 
that appeal must individual. The teacher 
must arouse interest and enthusiasm for ordi- 
narily enthusiastic teacher makes en- 
thusiastic pupil. support the first state- 
ment this paragraph permit quote 
Father Daniel Lord, S.J., his pamphlet, 
Can Read Anything! says: 

“Every age history was sure that books 
were one the really powerful forces that 
drive ideas into the very soul mankind, 
foment revolutions, fire national conflagra- 
tions, start new religions, corrupt human 
hearts, sweep kings off their thrones, and 
set men the way heaven hell.” 

arouse the interest and enthusiasm 
the pupils, one might begin with pamphlets 
articles, for example those written 
Father Lord which contain good lessons and 
human incidents, and are written inter- 
esting style. Perhaps some you are ac- 
quainted with the series entitled God’s Heroes 
and God’s Wonder World Rev. Thos. 
Leahey, all which are done style that 
bound hold the attention youth, and 
the same time impart wholesome life les- 
sons. (The Ave Maria Press.) 


TEACHERS SHOULD KNOW BOOKS 


The teacher must likewise keep accessible 
attractive books which will suggest chil- 
dren that reading really worth while. She 
must extensive and discriminate reader 
herself. Because some children develop 
literary taste more rapidly than others, the 
teacher must know which book suggest 
bolster the courage boy. She must 
able suggest book the adolescent 
who needs ideal, well the boy 
who wants high adventure but refuses exert 
himself school. Teachers need explore 
the delights books during their hours 
recreation. Thus they can much better 
help pupils finding the kind books 
they will really like; and this ability will 
add greatly one’s success teacher 
literature. The teacher must understand and 
sympathize with young people. More this 
subject sympathetically patiently 
understanding young people can got from 
books like Jane Addams’ The Spirit Youth 
and the City Streets and better still from 
Miriam Van Water’s Youth Conflict, which 
particularly recommended the -con- 
scientious teacher who realizes that apprecia- 
tion for books all wound ideas about 
life, about right and wrong, about companion- 
ship and love, about adventure and daring, 
and proper respect for conventions and cus- 


toms. With better understanding young 
people’s relations these problems, our atti- 
tude toward literature commonly read jun- 
ior high schools likely change immeasur- 
ably. 

will please the pupils so, they 
may have “Book Club” and election 
officers including frequently 
changed, who does not keep elaborate min- 
utes, but only list the books and authors 
discussed and perhaps comment so. Such 
club meeting once week literature time 
may more than all the rest the periods 
put together serve the real purposes 
teaching literature. Here the best 
advertising book reports may read and 
discussed, and each should illustrated 
single incident two told from the story 
read from the book. 


ENCOURAGE READING 


The means stimulating and directing 
outside reading may summarized 
follows: 

Find out which books and experiences 
the children actually enjoy most talk- 
ing with them, letting them bring books 
they like, encouraging them make lists 
their favorite books, books they 
would recommend others their age, and 
every way refraining from adverse and 
sarcastic comment what they show you 
they like; otherwise the chance help 
lost the very start. 

Recommending books with like appeal 
and not too difficult fine for the children 
concerned, reading aloud get them started 
the stories, reading interesting passages 
telling point high interest and then 
stopping. This means having many attractive 
good books hand, right the classroom. 

Encouraging rapid reading, especially 
the slow pupils, through giving them the most 
exciting books possible and holding re- 
quirements details. This matter in- 
creasing speed reading most important; 
should have been attended the inter- 
mediate grades; isn’t gained junior 
high school, much harder achieve 
later. 

Helping pass along good and suitable 
books means Club” discussions, 
brief promotive advertising reports, with 
reading telling sample incidents whether 
thrilling funny, and beginning “an- 
notated book list.” 

such means these, happy enjoyment 
books and constantly better selection 
books can insured junior high school. 

sure way spoil what thus well begun 
starting good “outside reading” de- 
mand the usual book reports what the 
children are encouraged enjoy. Any teacher 
who wants find whether pupil has read 
dozen well-directed questions answered 
single word each. The book report 
should saved for two real uses: the lively 
advertising the book others who have 
not read it; and the chance for pupil 
express what himself got out for his 
own satisfaction, for really sympathetic 
and interested person. Children’s reports 
their own reactions books they read should 
their frank opinions, unbiased desire 
please anybody win marks. Until 
teacher gets such candid reactions from pupils, 
she cannot really begin teaching literature. 
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CLASS DISCUSSION 


Another part the work literature 
the upper grades the reading and discussion 
some books selections the class all 
together. Here can and should introduce 
more difficult matter than can expect 
pupils read themselves. Here, too, 
can help them master new types for here- 
tofore they may have been confined prac- 
tically one kind, the swift-moving story 
adventure. this broadening interests 
and power deal with new and more 
difficult matter, the literature class can really 

Kipling says, man who goes into life 
with acquaintance with the classics 
heavily handicapped who takes sports 
without knowing what has been done pre- 
viously. has standards.” 

for class discussion, will greatly enjoyed 
merely read through rapidly pos- 
sible simply for enjoyment. Time well spent 
finding out what children already know 
which will contribute understanding the 
story. The only words which should un- 
mistakably understood any story are those 
which are altogether necessary for following 
the course the story for getting its 
main and central idea. Help children get one 
main important idea from each story. 

regard the stories classics Poe, 
Irving, Whittier, Longfellow, and Hawthorne, 
let read the stories for the children 
read well into them get them started. 
can simply pass over most words which have 
necessary relation the action the 
story, and even omit passages description 
which are merely ornament and not essential 
parts the narrative. children can once 
get into the fun Irving’s story, and feel 
happy irresponsibility about the 
labled words uses the fashion his 
time, they can catch the shudder Poe 
has ready for them, they will enjoy them- 
selves. The time always well spent which 
teacher takes start good story with 
freedom for interested comment and ques- 
tions the pupils, and with such enticing 
remarks himself wouldn’t want 
meet that one-legged seaman, would you?” 
The results are sure and immediate; the book 
starts lively round reading, and 
proves expectations, usually finished 
most the class. the other hand, 
wrong beginning Treasure Island with too 
much attention the geography the Eng- 
lish seacoast and the characteristics Eng- 
lish inns almost sure killer interest 
and attention even lively story. 


AVOID OVERANALYSIS 


While should develop literary sense 
comprehension, sympathy, 
with key selections nevertheless, must 
beware creating permanent dislike the 
classics the old method analysis and 
dissection. The study literature should al- 
ways building up, reconstructing, sharing 
with the writer the experience has lived 
through and written out for our richer 
enjoyment. 

After the class reading selection for 
enjoyment, may teach, later discus- 
sion, the beauty the pen pictures. For 
example: Snowbound, the family gathered 
about the hearth speeding the time with 
stories and legends, the outdoor scene pre- 
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sented the following morning; Evangeline, 
the description the heroine Sunday 
morning, the herds and the shepherd return- 
ing the homestead twilight, the feast 
betrothal. literally abounds 
beautiful descriptions and pen pictures and 
overflows with the beauty colors and 
sounds. One might call attention the ele- 
gance diction and phrasing Washington 
Irving’s prose selections, Rip Van Winkle and 
The Legend Sleepy Hollow. However, 
must beware going too much into detail 
the grades. Leave that for high school. 

impossible tell how many pupils 
have learned loathe the genial stories about 
Rip Van Winkle and Ichabod Crane and 
Scrooge because, according the old method 
teaching, they had write out and hand 
in, recite, definitions all the large and 
heavy words, and sometimes even diagram 
parse the hard sentences. Poems really 
fine narrative swing are spoiled because pupils 
have stop and explain the kind meter, 
if, unfortunately, their teacher has note- 
book full such stuff. regard dictionary 
definitions, beware forcing children look 
the meaning every difficult word. This 
should last resort only if, with the com- 
bined help the class and the teacher, they 
cannot work out that meaning from the use 
the word the story itself. good 
thing make additional check the 
dictionary any pupil really interested 
doing so, and this always excellent 
exercise study-reading lesson, and fine 
optional voluntary job for those who waat 
literature class. When the heroes 
are riding gallop from the postern gate, 
very bad strategy stop them while 
look and define dwell 
unimportant details description set- 
ting, for they spoil the pupils’ power con- 
centration upon the main business the real- 
ization the experience happening before 
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their senses. When the hero struggling 
desperation get out fearsome swamp, 
foolishness divert attention the 
orchids that happen brighten the scene. 


THE PLACE MEMORIZING 


Still another misdirection premature 
forcing interest literature classes has 
been the attention memorizing. What 
should teach and test vivid realization 
the story, sense its movement and 
its power. for the memorizing fine pas- 
sages and beautiful lines Evangeline and 
Snowbound should try get all possible 
voluntary memorizing means reading 
again and again beautiful passages which chil- 
dren love. But must remembered that 
such memorizing the last thing done 
after piece literature has been sufficiently 
understood heartily enjoyed and de- 
sired. Memorizing end product and 

regard reserved delights, there 
nothing wiser than let children see that 
there more the books they are reading 
than they can fully get just now —that they 
are not, the old way, exhausting all the 
possibilities meaning and exhausting them- 
selves learning everything, but are making 
first exploring trip, that, they like the 
country, they can come back and settle down 
for time. 

From our experience know that children 
junior high school want adventure, and 
can help them little distinguishing 
probable and decent adventure from the kind 
they have usually accepted, have accom- 
plished much. They are zestful for humor, 
too, one gives them chance it; there- 
fore, can give them taste really 
wholesome enjoyment ballads, poems, 
and stories, have done fine, helpful 
thing the way securing good results 
literature classes.

THE ALTAR 


For about three hundred years the early 
ages the Church, the Roman emperors 
persecuted the Christians, who did not dare 
come together for services for fear 
being arrested and put death. they went 


*St. John’s School, Savanna, 


into tunnels called catacombs. Here they 
buried their dead and they offered the Holy 
Sacrifice the Mass the tombs the 
martyrs, those who had been put death 
because they would not give their religion. 
After the persecutions were over and the 
Christians could build churches, they buried 
the bodies some these martyrs under- 
neath their altars. Thus came about the rule 
that every altar must have the relics 
saints. These are placed altar stone, 
which consecrated the Bishop, and 
which are five crosses, one the center and 
one each corner. 

the center the altar the tabernacle 
where the Blessed Sacrament kept. [Show 
The inside lined with silk. [Show.] 
Above the altar, where the priest and all the 
people can see it, crucifix. This reminds 
that Jesus offers Himself the Mass, 
just did the Cross. 

The altar must covered with three linen 
cloths. The top one should reach the floor 
both ends the altar. [Show.] 

altar card placed front the 
tabernacle. [Place.] are the Gloria, 
Credo, Offertory prayers, words Consecra- 
tion, and other prayers that are the same 
all Masses. One small card, having the 
prayers for blessing the water and washing 
the priest’s fingers, placed the Epistle 
right side the altar. [Place.] The other, 
having St. John’s Gospel, placed 
the Gospel left side the altar. 

The Missal stand for the Missal placed 
the right side the altar. [Place.] The 
Missal the book from which the priest reads 
most the Mass. 

Two candles are lighted for low Mass; 
six candles for high Mass. 

table the right the altar are two 
cruets one filled with wine, the other with 
water; also small dish and finger towel. 


THE VESTMENTS 


The vestments are the special robes worn 
the priest while saying Mass. The priest 
says special prayer puts each 
vestment. 

The amice worn around the neck and 
over the shoulders. [Put on.] 

The alb long, white, linen garment 
with full-length sleeves. [Put on.] 

The cincture girdle keeps the alb 
place. [Put on.] 

The maniple the vestment worn the 
left arm. [Put 

The stole the sign the office the 
priest. long slender band, usually rich 
with embroidery. placed over the shoul- 
ders, crossed upon the breast, and secured 
either side the cincture. [Put 

The chasuble the outer vestment, which 
changes color according the feast, 
the maniple and stole. The violet vestment 
sign penance, the white joy, the 
red love, green hope, and black sor- 
row. [Put on.] 


For the Mass the priest needs altar bread 
and wine and water. 

The chalice and the paten are usually made 
gold because only the most rare and costly 
things should used the Holy Sacrifice. 
The paten the gold plate which the 
host rests the Offertory, and the chalice 
contains the wine. 

the chalice linen cloth called the 
purificator, which the priest uses wipe 
the chalice after Communion. double square 
linen with cardboard between, called the 
pall, covers the chalice during Mass. The 
priest spreads linen cloth, called the cor- 
poral, the altar before sets down the 
chalice. 

the priest brings the chalice the altar 
covered with the chalice veil and burse. 
The burse holds the corporal. 


BEGINNING THE MASS 


Preceded server the priest enters the 
sanctuary and goes the foot the altar 
where both genuflect. The altar boy takes 
the priest’s biretta and the priest goes the 
altar steps with the chalice and its coverings. 
Taking the corporal from the burse, the priest 
opens and places the altar cloth 
front the tabernacle. The 
covered placed the corporal. The priest 
opens the missal and returns the foot 
the altar. 

the priest enters the sanctuary the server 
rings warning bell. The people rise and 
remain standing, looking toward the altar, 
while the priest makes the altar ready for 
the Holy Sacrifice that about begin. 

Returning the foot the altar, after 
placing the chalice and preparing the missal, 
the priest makes the Sign the Cross and 
says the preparatory prayer which begins 
with, will unto the altar God.” The 
server, kneeling, answers. After several short 
prayers the priest bows and says the Con- 
fiteor beginning with confess Almighty 
God, etc.” When the priest finishes, the server 
bows and repeats the prayer. this 
time that the priest and people confess their 
guilt sin, and striking their breast say, 
“Through fault, through fault, through 
most grievous fault.” 

The people kneel during these preparatory 
prayers. The best way hear Mass 
follow the prayers the priest small 
missal. 

Finishing the preparatory prayers the priest 
extends his hands, then joins them, and goes 
the altar steps, the same time saying 
short prayer. the top bows and kisses 
the altar. The people remain kneeling. Return- 
ing the Epistle side the altar, the priest 
makes the Sign the Cross and then reads 
the Introit [pronounced prayer 
which differs from day day, depending upon 
the feast. The people remain kneeling and 
follow the prayers the priest their own 
prayer books missal. 

The priest returns the middle the altar 
and prays the “Kyrie Eleison, Christe Eleison, 
Kyrie Eleison.” These words mean, “Lord 
have mercy us, Christ have mercy us.” 
The first prayer God the Father; 
“Christ have mercy us” God the Son; 
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While the boys dramatize the Mass, the 
little girl reading the explanation 
their action. 


and again “Lord have mercy us” God 
the Holy Ghost. 

Remaining the center the altar the 
priest extends his hands and then joins them; 
bowing slightly says the “Gloria Ex- 
except during Lent, Advent, and 
Masses for the dead. the end, the priest 
makes the Sign the Cross. During high 
Mass the people stand while the priest says 
the Gloria and sit until the choir finishes 
singing it. 

After the Gloria the priest kisses the altar 
reverence for our Lord who symbolized 
the altar stone, and for the relics it. 
The priest then turns the people and says 
“Dominus Vobiscum” (The Lord with 
you). The server kneeling the foot the 
altar answers, “And with thy spirit.” 

The priest goes the Epistle side the 
altar continue the Mass with the Collect. 
After asking the people join with him 
prayer saying, “Oremus” (Let pray), the 
priest reads the Collect from the missal. 
short prayer which changes from day 
day, depending upon the feast. 


EPISTLE, GOSPEL, AND CREDO 


Remaining the right-hand side the 
altar the priest reads the Epistle, Lesson, 
the day which usually taken from the 
writings one the Apostles. This, like the 
Collect, changes from day day. the 
end the server says “Thanks God.” 

The priest puts his hands the missal 
reads the Epistle and this signifies that 
should doers the word and not 
hearers only. 

After the Epistle the priest says the Grad- 
ual and then goes the middle the altar 
for the “Munda Cor Meum.” Meanwhile the 
server places the book the Gospel side 
the altar. 

The “Munda Cor Meum” prayer 
which the priest asks God cleanse his 
heart and make worthy receive the 
Gospel. 

The priest having prayed that God shall 
make him worthy proclaim His word, 
goes the left side the altar. begins 
making the Sign the Cross the mis- 
sal and then his forehead (that may 
know the word God), then his lips (that 
may speak the word God), and then 
his breast (that may love the word 
God). 
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The people stand hear the word God. 
When makes the Sign the Cross, they 
likewise, touching the forehead, lips, and 
breast with the thumb the right hand. 

Sundays and certain feast days 
the year the Gospel followed the Credo 
Creed, which act faith the chief 
truths our holy religion. While says 
the prayer the priest stands the middle 
the altar. The people also stand but genu- 
flect slowly with the priest when says, 
“and became incarnate the Holy Ghost, 
the Virgin Mary, and was made Man.” 


THE OFFERTORY 


Having completed the Credo, the priest 
kisses the altar, turns the people, and says 
“Dominus Vobiscum.” Then again facing the 
altar, says “Oremus” (Let Pray), and 
with his hands joined reads the Offertory. 

This the first principal part the Holy 
Mass. The best gift can offer God 
pure heart, humble and sorrowful for having 
offended Him our sins. Offer your heart 
when the priest offers the oblation this 
Sacrifice. 

When the Offertory prayer finished the 
priest removes the veil from the chalice 
which the corporal. Holding the paten, 
which rests the host, says the prayer, 
“Suscipe, Sancte Pater,” which offers 
the bread for our sins. 

The people may sit during the Offertory, 
and until the bell rung the Sanctus. 

After offering the host the priest goes over 
the righthand side the altar. Here the 
server gives him the cruet containing the wine, 
and also the one containing the water. After 
pouring the wine into the chalice, the priest 
with blessing adds few drops water. 
When the wine and water are mixed they 
can never separated. This reminds 
pray that may never separated from 
our Lord, Jesus Christ. 

The priest then returns the center the 
altar where offers the wine part 
the Sacrifice. After offering the chalice, the 
priest places it, after forming the Sign 
the Cross with it, over the corporal, and 
covers with the pall. 

reverence and respect for our Lord 
the Blessed Sacrament after the Consecration, 
the priest again goes the Epistle side 
the altar and cleanses his fingers. 

Extending his hands the altar, the priest 
kisses it, and joining his hands again, turns 
and faces the people. Then, with his hands 
extended and eyes cast down, says, 
Fratres” (Pray, Brethren), 
people pray with him that his and their 
sacrifice may pleasing God. Turning 
again the altar, the priest finishes the 
prayer low voice. The server answers. 


THE PREFACE 


After the Orate Fratres, the priest says the 
Secret low voice and then the Preface 
louder voice. the Preface comes 
end, inclines his head, joins his hands, 
and says the Sanctus. 

The Sanctus begins with “Holy, holy. holy, 
Lord God Hosts,” and closes with “Ho- 
sanna the highest.” Each time the priest 
says “Sanctus,” which means holy, the server 
rings the bell. 

Having been seated since the end the 
Credo, the people kneel when they hear the 
warning bell. The Canon, which the most 
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solemn part the Mass, now about 
begin. 

The priest begins the Canon bowing 
low. kisses the altar show that 
united Christ, who about offer Him- 
self. The priest then prays for all the living 
members the Church militant, the Pope, 
the Bishop, and all the faithful, well 
prayer for those who asked for the Mass 
said and for all those present. then 
asks the saints pray for us. 

The people remain kneeling. time 
which they should pray for their own in- 
tentions and for those relatives and friends 
others for whom they ought pray. 

Holding his hands over the bread and 
wine, which are about changed into the 
Body and Blood Christ, the priest asks 
God accept our offerings. The bell rings 
once warn that Jesus Christ will soon 
the altar. 


THE CONSECRATION 


The priest takes the bread into his hands 
our Lord did the Last Supper, and 
raises his eyes heaven. bends low over 
the altar, takes the host his hands, and 
says the words Consecration, 
this moment the bread changed 
into the Body Jesus Christ. The priest 
genuflects adore Jesus, raises the Host 
that the people may also adore Him, and then 
genuflects again. The bell rung three times. 
The people should look the Host and say 
devoutly, Lord and God,” and then 
bow and adore. 

The priest then takes the chalice wine 
into his hands, blesses it, saying the words 
Consecration which begin with “For this 
the chalice Blood.” The wine 
changed into the Blood Christ. The priest 
genuflects, raises the chalice above his head, 
and genuflects again. Again the bell rings 
three times. The people look the chalice 
and say, “My Jesus, mercy” and then bow 
and adore. 

Jesus Christ Himself now with the 
altar. Let tell Him what want and ask 
Him love and help us. Ask Him for the 
things you want yourself and for all whom 
you love. Jesus loves hearts that offer them- 
selves for others. reverence our Lord 
the Blessed Sacrament the priest keeps 
his index finger and thumbs together from the 
Consecration until the washing the hands 
after the Communion. 


Priest and people are seated during the 
singing the Credo. 
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The priest again shows his reverence for 
the saints and for the Blessed Sacrament 
kissing the altar and then making the Sign 
the Cross over the Consecrated Species. 

The priest then offers Christ His Father 
offered Himself the Cross. prays 
for the purgatory and strikes his 
breast asks that sinners may 
taken into the company the saints. 

The priest holds the Host and the chalice 
little offers praise and glory God 
through Jesus Christ here present the 
altar. Then extends his hands and speaks 
God our Lord’s own words saying the 
“Our Father.” 

This the close the Canon and the 
beginning the Communion the Mass. 

this time the Consecrated Host has 
rested upon the corporal. Now the priest 
cleans the paten getting ready for the break- 
ing the Host. signs himself with it, 
and kisses it, and then places the Host it. 
uncovers the chalice and taking the Sacred 
Host breaks the middle over the 
chalice. places the part the Host that 
was his right hand upon the paten and 
breaking small part from the part his 
left hand drops into the chalice con- 
taining the Precious Blood. The people con- 
tinue kneel, preparing themselves for Com- 
munion, they are receive. 

After the particle the Host dropped 
into the chalice, the priest again covers 
and genuflects. Then rises and bowing 
his head toward the Blessed Sacrament says 
the Agnus Dei. This short prayer be- 
ginning “Lamb God.” Repeating three 
times strikes his breast each time with 
the three fingers the right hand which did 
not touch the Host. The people, kneeling, 
strike their breast the priest does. 


COMMUNION PRIEST AND 
PEOPLE 


Having completed the Communion prayers, 
the priest genuflects adoration, and rising 
takes the Sacred Host into his left hand, hold- 
ing the paten under with the same hand, 
bows reverently and strikes his breast with 
his right hand, repeating the prayer, “Lord, 
not worthy.” The server rings the bell 
three times. The priest bends over reverently 
holding the paten his left hand, receives 
the Host after making the Sign the Cross 
with it. Having received the Host the priest 
with eyes cast down pauses pray silently 
for few moments. 

After his quiet prayer the priest takes the 
pall from the chalice, placing the back 
the altar. The server kneels the side 
the altar and says the Confiteor. The priest 
takes the paten pick the little particles 
the Host which may still the corporal. 
again genuflects after uncovering the 
chalice adore the Precious Blood. After 
purifying the paten over the chalice, takes 
the chalice his right hand, and the paten 
his left, makes the Sign the Cross before 
himself with the chalice, and receives the 
Precious Blood with the particle. 

this time those who are receive 
Communion the. Communion rail and 
those who cannot receive offer their hearts 
and souls spiritual Communion, which 
real and sincere wish receive our Lord 
Holy Communion they could. 


THE SECOND ABLUTION 
After distributing Holy Communion the 
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people, the priest returns the altar. The 
servers the Epistle side the altar 
with the cruets containing the unconsecrated 
wine and water. The priest standing the 
center the altar rinses the chalice with 
wine and drinks it. Then goes the right 
side the altar where receives both wine 
and water, which are poured over his fingers 
remove the particles that may still re- 
main since the Consecration. After drying his 
fingers the purificator, drinks the sec- 
ond ablution and then wipes his lips and the 
inside the chalice with 
While the priest purifying the chalice, 
should thank our Lord for His wonderful 
goodness coming and for all His 
graces and blessings. 


THE LAST PRAYERS 


The servers carry the veil the Gospel 
side and the book the Epistle side where 
the Communion prayer read. When the 
priest has finished the Communion prayer, 
returns the center the altar, bows rever- 
ently, and kisses it, turns the people, and 
says, “The Lord with you.” The priest 
then returns the right side the altar 
again. 

With his hands extended, the priest says 
the last prayer called the Postcommunion be- 
cause follows thanksgiving after Com- 


munion. When finished, the priest closes 
the missal and returns the center the 
altar. 

Following the Postcommunion the priest re- 
turns the center the altar, kisses it, and 
turning the people says, “The Lord with 
you,” and, after the server answers, the priest 
says, “Ite, Missa est,” which means “Go, the 
Mass ended.” faces the altar, recites the 
short prayer, and again turns the people 
and blesses them making the Sign the 
Cross and saying “May Almighty God, the 
Father, Son, and Holy Ghost bless 

The people kneel for the priest’s blessing 
and make the Sign the Cross the same 
time does. Then they stand again 
faces the altar and prepares say the Last 
Gospel. 

Standing the left side the altar, the 
priest makes small Sign the Cross 
the altar and then his forehead, mouth, 
and breast while saying, “The beginning 
the Holy Gospel according St. John.” 
the priest says, “and the Word was made 
flesh,” kneels. the end the Gospel, 
the server says, “Deo (Thanks 
God). 

The people stand during the Last Gospel, 
but genuflect when the priest does. When 
returns the center the altar say the 
prayers after Mass, the people again kneel.

The day 
Gary was baker his mother said 
that was excited that she could 
hardly dress him. cautioned her, 
must all fresh and clean like 
bakery.”” Mary Lou woke one night 
calling, “Today mother the 
family, and tomorrow baker. 
What will Friday, Mother?” 

Hearing disturbance the bakery 
one day, attention turned that 
direction. One the bakers and the 
father were having discussion.

You better 
make her mind.” 

The father took the suggestion and 
very emphatically told the little girl, 
“you always ask for money, and 
you wait for your change.

Device Stimulate Interest

world ever shifting interests the 
busy teacher finds increasingly difficult 
hold the attention her pupils one subject 
for any length time. The following device, 
which has been used successfully the ele- 
mentary. grades our school stimulate in- 
terest classwork, may value other 
teachers. inestimable worth the 
fundamental drills which tend, their very 
nature, become monotonous such the 
mastery the mechanics reading, writing, 
and arithmetic. Besides arousing interest and 
ambition the pupils, these methods can also 
function disciplinary aids the teacher. 

For the first six weeks the school year 
used number system with fifth 
graders. Each child was given number (cut 
from calendar and glued milk stopper). 
the numbers ranging from 35. The aim 
low number possible. Opportunities 
change numbers occur frequently. When 
child called recite, read, any 
board work, she gives her number before per- 
forming what requested. Should she make 
error, the next number the alert 
make any correction given signal from 
the teacher. the event that the correction 
properly made, the one who makes ob- 
tains the lower number. Excited interest 
thus aroused. Even the dull slow pupils 
find enjoyment and confidence this method, 
since there always possibility earning 
one number lower. 

One slower pupils announced 
with pride the afternoon dismissal, “Sister, 
occasion noticed one child determinedly 
packing all her books. answer ques- 
tioning look she said, “I’m taking them all 
home, Sister, and I’m going study head 
off 

The number method can adapted 
every subject the curriculum, separately 
collectively. not only strengthens interest 
but also decreases carelessness and inatten- 
tion. Because fifth graders volun- 
tarily spent extra time preparing reading 
lessons order improve fluency well 
accuracy. Interest still further heightened 
promise give numbers one ten 
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those reading with the most fluency and best 
expression. 

arithmetic drill work and speed tests 
this device invaluable aid. The brighter 
pupils will work all earnestness not lose 
their numbers, and the slower ones try harder 
with the hope obtaining lower number. 

Though competition keen, the exchange 
numbers frequent that the loser learns 
submit graciously. One child, who was slow 
arithmetic, lost her number number 
15. sympathetic exclamations she answered 
with spirit, “Never mind, get back dur- 
ing English!” And she did. 

Thanks the numbers the averages 
pupils spelling exactly doubled. All hav- 
ing average for the week are entitled 
the lowest numbers, those having the neater 
papers and better penmanship gaining the 
preference. 

result these numbers, written work 
was done with more care and diligence, and 
attention and interest oral work was 
insured. For unnecessary talking the disturber 
was asked back five. For example, the 
holder number five would have exchange 
with number ten. This easy solution 
any disciplinary problems that arise and 
helpful habituating the children avoid 
interrupting speaker expressing them- 
selves without leave. Care must taken 
however not become slave such 
device. The pupils should called 
name, not number. And the exchange 
numbers must not interrupt the classwork 
consume class time. Nor should the pupils 
ever allowed decide when numbers are 
exchanged for talking for any other 
reason. 

The gaining lower number reward 
itself. For the sake variety, however, 
later offered the holders numbers from one 
ten, Friday each week, the privilege 
choosing any desk the classroom their 
own for the following week. Since all children 
love change any kind, all set work 
with fresh zeal. The exchange places was 
done Friday during the morning recess, 
thus avoiding loss class time. 

have not found advisable use this 
method numbers continuously from Sep- 
tember June, but matter what invention 
was substituted there was always the plea, 
“Sister, let’s back numbers.”

thousand dollars more have very serious 
obligation securing the very best possible 
return for the expenditure. ample time 
will produce the best results, the question, 
then, just what obligation involved con- 
tractually secure preliminary studies and 
sketches competent architects. If, for 
example, proposed new school building 
cost approximately $500,000, the estimated 
fee for complete architectural services would 
$30,000, but since only preliminary studies 
are undertaken this time, the archi- 
tect would normally receive one fifth the 
total fee, approximately $6,000. 


Although the decision the owner 
client revolves about this small percentage, 
the ultimate outcome the initial cost 
construction and subsequent costs for repair 
and maintenance far outweighs any considera- 
tion attached the preliminary cost 1.2 
per cent. Hastily prepared plans, due en- 
deavoring break ground fixed date, 
inevitably mean increased cost construc- 
tion, beyond what was contemplated; and 
for years and years added costs are involved 
for repair and maintenance. 

one knows exactly when fire insurance 
will needed, yet sensible administrator 
without it. Neither the architect nor the 
prospective builder knows when the plans for 
new structure can utilized, but 
form insurance have, least, the pre- 
liminary plans ready and approved order 
utilized when required. 

When preliminary sketches are completed, 
the owner will know every feature his 
new building, how will function, how 
will look, and what material used.

New 
products, new methods grow and are absorbed 


through evolutionary process rather than 
revolutionary one. The ingenuity and 
scientific advances the war have not been 
directed the building industry, but toward 
the weapons and agencies war. must 
remembered these weapons and agents are 
new, relatively so, such the airplane, 
whereas the construction industry old, going 
back prehistorical times. unreasonable 
years would revolutionize industry which 
has been growing and progressing for centuries. 

should realized that the preliminary 
sketches, already mentioned, have rela- 
tion the ultimate utilization various 
materials. Although the outline specifications 
which accompany sketches indicate the basic 
materials used, this does not neces- 
sarily mean final commitment. Availability 
materials will postwar factor, and 
will covered the final and complete 
specifications, with addenda required. 

The architectural and engineering profes- 
sion whole will quite busy when the 
war clearly approaches end. Some may 
even compelled decline otherwise de- 
sirable projects. this time prospective 
builder church school has many factors 
his side. can select his architect from 
wider range choice, can study the archi- 
tect’s proposals and sketches more lei- 
surely and effective manner; can, ex- 
pedient, utilize such plans and perspectives 
for financial campaigns, and assured also 
that such procedure his best guarantee 
for satisfactory and economical result.
